Now comes-the flying- machine, which is a wonderful 
achievement whether it ever proves of practical utility'or not, 
but the most wonderful of all recent developments is wireless 
telegraphy, to be followed at once, apparently, by wireless 
telephony, which seems even more wonderful. Wireless tele- 
graphy has amply dmonstrated its. practical value, particularly 
in the saving of life and property at.sea.,-,Whal wireless tele- 
phony may have in store for us time will disclose? 


It is something that has been talked about for some time, 


and it has been known that inventive genius was trying to 
solve the problem of transmitting the human Voice through 
space for long distances without the use of wire. And what 
has already been accomplished would amaze the world were it 
not for the fact that what has been accomplished in other 
fields has prepared people to accept whatever comes, no mat- 
ter how marvelous, as practically a matter of course. 


The public has read of the remarkably successful experi- 


ment in wireless telephony that was made in New York a few 
days ago. From the roof of a building the voice of Caruso, 
the celebrated tenor, was carried as far as Philadelphia. The 
songs were heard by all the wireless operators at Sandy Hook 
and along the New Jersey coast. A commercial message was 
sent-froiii New York to Philadelphia, and the singing of the 
great tenor was heard on a steamer that was many miles from 
New York on its way to New Orleans. 


Language is inadequate to fitly describe such an accomplish- 


ment, and yet keen and general interest in it will be tempo- 
rary. Apparently wireless telephony will soon be as common- 
place as any of the other great inventions and discoveries, and 
attention will be directed to something else just as great, but 
as yet unheard of. Truly we are living in an age of marvels.
